The Commancing General, department
of the Platte, Omaha, Ncb :(—8r: Iam
inttracted by the lieutanant general com-
mandivg the army, to communioate for
your intormation and guidance and that
of officers serving in yrur command the
following decislon of the secratary of war
regarding 'he purchiss by the quarter-
master's department of suppliea for the
army under existing laws and regula-
tlona:

Whenever competition has been invited
by advertisement or clroulsr latter to
dealers, and no bids reccived, it becomen
the duty of the purchasing cflicer te
make the purchase in open warket in {hs
manner usual smong business men, and
such open market purchases are not to
be, In the meaning of the law, emergenocy
purchases, aud need not be speclally re-
ported for the approval of the secrotary
of war, The fact that competition has
been invited and no bids recsived should
in all cases be noted on the face of the
voucher for the purchase. The fallure
to recelve bids in response to an ad-
vertlsement does not, however, justify
an omission on the part of the purchss-
iog cofficer to sgain Invite ocompeiition
when similar supplies are sgain required
to be purchased,

The purchase of parts of machinery,
or parts of atoves or ranges, for repairs,
or of patented artic'es for which It is
known there can be no competition,
should be made in open market, and are
held not to be emergency purchases, and
noed not be speslally reparied for the ap-
proval of the secretary.

‘“Wa had the plessure of Inspecling
this wosk a new and wonderful invention
in the shape of a steam bleycle. A
reclprooating engine Is attached to the

*“‘Star” bleycle on the bar, which oon-|

nosta the handle with the sma'l wheet In
front. Benzine Is used for heatlng pur-
posos and steam oan bo got up 1n a few
moments, At the present time the sup.
ply of the fuel and water has to be
replenished eyery hour, but with
antloipated improvemen tasupplies enough
for several hours will be provided for.
Ninety pounds of steam can be carrled,
bat the machine can be run with twenty
pounds. The machine averagea about
five minutes a mile over any ordinary
rond. The pedals can be used In con.
junction with the steam power whenever
neoeasary and the speed will be increased
accordlogly. When the steam power Ia
only used the padals are brought Into
requlsition for foot restr, By the un-
screwing of two bolta the entire machine
can be taken off and there remaina the
ordinary “‘Star” bicycle in {ts entirety.
Posslbly the reader has pictured am .-
chine which is both awkward and cumbor-
some, 80 he will be all the more surprisad
when he learna that everything connected
with the sleam part of the bicycle, the
boller, water-tank, engine, benzlne tink
and all the applances weigh only eigh-
teen pounds, The englne is furalshed
with quarter horse power. The machine
has reachoed the present state of perfec-
tion, only atter four years of conlinuons

study and experimentiog by
the Inventor, Mr. L. D. Cope-
laud, of Phoenix, Arizina, At

the requeat of soveral wheelmen, Mr.
Copeland gave an exhibition with the
machine at the Mechanics' pavilion last
Sonday. Toe few gentlemen who were
fortunate enough to be present, were un
sanlmous in the praise of the inventlon.

All classes of people
flock to the front with ontstretched hand,
saking for the food which will anstain
them, in their abject poverty, untll the
next weak rolls around.
